These 
maxims of the president should be 
framed separately and hnng up in 
be Manufacturers' Club, ot Pblladel- 
ihla, audio tbe Some Market Club, 
f Boston. There is no doubt tbat 
they would exercise a most beneficial 
nfluence upon tbe receptive and In 
Diligent minds of the leaders of in- 
dustry who belong to these associa- 
tions. When thus framed and hung 
up they would serve as most excellent 
texts for lectures upon the obstruct- 
ve Dingley duties on wool, hemp, 
flax, hides, lumber and other raw 
materials of industrial production tn 
the United States. Whatacommen 
tary are the barbarous Dingley duties 
ID woolen clothing and other necss- 
aries of living upon the MoKlnley 
maxim tbat "domestic conditions are 
ure to be Improved by large ex 
changes with the nations ot the 
world!"

Richard Oobden between the close o 
one session of parliament and tbe 
opening of tbe next, and In tbe next 
he led his party not only to repeal 
the corn laws but to sweep away tbe 
whole British protective system 
Other examples, hardly less striking 
ot conversion to the truths of free 
trade might be produced. 


Those free trade maxims of Presi 


dent McKlnley are of quite a differ 
end spirit from his former assertion 
tbat a protective duty is a tax pan 
by tbe foreign producer for the priv- 
ilege of trading in this country. Bu 
the president bas witnessed, as h 
says in bis Cincinnati address, th 
'•wonderful progress" of export trad 
in American manufactures. He sees 
tbat tbe great American industries 
which, according to protect ion Is 
assertion, would go to "rain" in tb 
home market without a high tariff 
are wresting one foreign market afte 
another from their European rival 
with their cheaper and better pro 
ducts. The anxious desire to protec 
tbe borne market with high dutie 
on articles which are driving foreign 
competition out ot the neutral m&r 
kets Involves a protectionist riddle 
that must be as incomprehensible t 
tbe presidential mind as it is io tb 
plain people. It is this, doubtless 
tbat has brougbt Mr. McKinley 
around to a recognition of the blesi 
ings of an enlarged commerce, or 
he puts it, "ot large exchanges with 
the nations of the world " May hi 
conversion to the doctrines of freo 
trade be complete before the end o 
bis term '.—Philadelphia Record. 


In bis address before the Cincinnati 


Chamber of Commerce on Saturday 
president MoKlnley paid a tribute to 
the principles of commercial freedom 
that would have well become the 
«>uth of a champion of free trade 
Among other things the preslden 
said: 


Domestic conditions are sure to be 


improved by large exchanges with the 
nations of the world. We are alread 
reaching out with good results. Our 
surplus products of agriculture and 
manufactures are finding a foreign 
market, and in the latter case to a 
degree which would not have been 
believed possible a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago. We have made wonderfn 
progress in this direction, and hav 
only just begun. Our manufactured 
products go to every nation of th 
world, and I hope the time may no 
be far distant when our ships unde 
the Stan and Stripes will be on ever; 
sea where commerce is carried ani 
the wants of mankind are to be sup- 
plied. 


These are liberal patriotic senti- 


ments in the strongest possible con 
toast with the principles and polio 
of the Dingley tariff witb its restrict 
ive duties upon Imports, especlall 
upon raw materials, and with it 
Peter Funk pretense of reciprocity 
It the entire reciprocity section o 
tbe tariff could be carried out in ac- 
cordance with the professed design o 
its authors it would hardly make 
ripple in the great ocean of interna 
tional commerce. 
What is to be 


gained by a "trinkgeld" policy from 
which the nations having the Urges 
trade with the United States are 
totally excluded? How is commerce 
to be substantially promoted when 
from tbe ~ multitudinous articles o 
exchange with 
foreign conntrie 


argol, brandy, champagne, still wines 
vermouth and paintings and statuary 
alone are selected for this reolproclt; 
deal? These imports, with one ex- 
ception, are articles of voluntary use 
or luxuries and should be subject to 
tbe blgbest duties consistent with 
revenue, or in the case of paintings 
and statuary should be made entirely 
free. Bnt by a proffer ot reduction 
of duties on this comparatively insig 
nificant list of imports it is hoped to 
win reciprocal concessions from Ger- 
many and France and to establish tbe 
results upon which president McKin- 
ley so eloquently expatiated in bis 
Saturday speech to tbe merchants of 
Cincinnati. Tbe free trader might 
well be pardoned for skepticism when 
"argots" and "vermouth" with brandy 
and champagnes are tbe chief basis 
of this wonderful scheme of reci- 
procity.

placed upon the finger of hei who 
became the bride of the church, and 
on the finger of tbe widow who was 
'•espoused to God." 


The gladiator's ring was a huge 


affair made of iron or carved out of 
stone. It was not a beautiful piece 
of workmanship, and on the hand of 
a man fighting for his life it became 
a formidable weapon. 


The "knocker ring" waa quaint 


and was generally made of brass or 
iron. It waa used to knock on tbe 
house doors for admittance before 
electric bells were ever dreamed of. 


Tbe ring of Cesare Borgia is still 


shown and is a harmless looking lit- 
tle affair, but with it he got rid of 
many people whom ho did not like. 
It has a key fastened to it, and the 
person to be disposed of was told to 
take it and open a superb casket. It 
required some effort to turn the key, 
when a concealed spring in tbe ring 
would open a tiny knife, tipped with 
the deadliest poison, which would 
fly out and deal the deathblow. 


The episcopal ring ia of the purest 


gold end ia bet with a ruby, uncut. 
It was used to seal the baptismal 
font from the beginning of Lent to 
Holy Saturday. The pope's ring is 
never worn by him and at the death 
of each pope the cardinal breaks the 
ring, with a golden mallet and his 
successor has a new ona 


The Romans combined iron or 


steel with the gold in their betrothal 
and wedding rings. One has been 
found among the ruins in Borne 
with the word "Boma" in steel let- 
ters riveted on the gold. 


The Germans have a pretty idea 


in the double hoops, which 'fit close- 
ly together, the man wearing one- 
half and his "fair ladye" the other. 
At marriage these two rings are 
riveted together and become the 
wedding ling. 


One "gimmal ring," as it is called, 


must not be forgotten. It has two 
golden hoops, each set with dia- 
monds in such a way as to form a 
perfect heart when joined. This 
ring was given by Mary, queen of 
Boots, to Queen Elizabeth, and it was 
this half ring which wus sent by the 
unhappy queen to Elizabeth asking 
for pity. 


Mourning or memorial rings are 


still in existence, and in many old 
wills may be found a memorandum 
of "money for a memorial ring." 
It was sometimes engraved with the 
device of a skeleton, or death's bead, 
and sometimes had a concealed pic- 
ture of the deceased; occasionally it 
was made of hair, between bars of 
gold. 


So when the maiden has the be- 


trothal ring "placed upon her finger 
she may k. ow that the eymbol of 
good faith is almost as old as man, 
and when the plain gold circlet, em- 
blem of wifehood, surrounds the 
finger the artery of which is said to 
lead directly to the heart she re- 
ceives the emblem of eternity, the 
never ending circle, which shall go 
with hei "until death do them 
part," and even on into the presence 
of the eternal.

Wherein does a cathedral differ 


from ait ordinary church i What is 
a cathedral? The word is derived 
from kathedra. which means a 
raised seat—in tbie case the eeat of 


biahop, for the cathedral is tbe 


church ia which the bishop has bis 
teat or chair. It was in former 
times called domus—that is, tbe 
bouse (duomo, Italian; dom, Ger- 
man), 
meaning tbe house of the 


I Lord. And still earlier the name 
(matrix ecclesia was given to the 
I cathedral, but at the present time 
any church which has others subject 
to it can also lay claim to this title. 


In the Roman Catholic commun- 


ion no cathedral can bo established 
without direct permission from tbe 
pope, nor can a church, collegiate 
or otherwise, be converted into a 
cathedral without the same permis- 
sion. Nor can one bishop have ju- 
risdiction over more than orio ca- 
thedraL Of course, temporal power 
has often arisen against papal au- 
Ithority, as when, for instance, in

Iment reduced the number of dio- 
ceses from 135 to 60, in opposition to 
the Vatican. However, had the rev- 
olutionists asked, permission might 
have been granted for BO doing, in- 
asmuch as the authorities of the 
church are often willing to yield to 
the demands of the times. Old sees 
are often suppressed. By the con- 
cordat with Napoleon in 1803 Rome 
sanctioned the nullification of a 
large number of bishoprics, in con- 
eequenco of which France from that 
time has contained only about 85 
episcopates, ineiead of the 135 exist- 
ing before the revolution. 


Analogous changes are provided 


for in the Anglican communion by 
the theory of the royal supremacy, 
though this theory has been modi- 
fied somewhat, by the progress of 
political demands. In the Anglican 
church the sovereign is still su-

In the fourteenth century spices were 


both costly and iare, most of them coin- 
ing from the Levant Chaucer mentions 
many by name— eanella, macys, clowes 
(cloves), grams of paradise, nutmegs. 
caraway and spikenard. The ancients, 
especially the Greeks and Romans in 
the luxurious period of their history, 
used condiments very freely. 


An old English historian, referring 


to the earlier Roman 'court, says, "The 
best magistrates of Rome allowed but 
the ninth day for the city and pnblick 
business, the" rest for the country and 
the sallet garden. " From this it would 
seem as tbongb the education of taste 
was iccocnted of tome consequence in 
those days. — Exchange.

But, tor the most part, parliament 
and head act conjointly, and both 
have often wiped out old and eet up 
new sees. In Ireland ten Protestant 
bishoprics were suppressed at one 
stroke by act of parliament, and also 
several suffragan sees in England. 
But with tho Roman church tbe 
power of suppressing or creating a 
cathedral see rests with the pope 
alone. 


When a cathedral is once estab- 


lished, there are certain laws laid 
down for its government. The conn 
cil of Trent forbids tbe holding of 
more tban one cathedral church or 
tbe holding of a cathedral along 
with a parish church by the tame 
bishop. 
It also enjoins that tho or 


dinatiocs cf ministers shall be pub 
licly celebrated in cathedrals. TLe 
bishop inuet be present in his own 
cathedral at such ceremonies as ne 
cessitate the services of a bishop 
He cannot name a deputy unles 
there is a coadjutor in the diocese 
Neither hi.* the bishop absolute eon 
trol of the cathedral funds. As in 
all other churches, be is voted a cer- 
tain yearly stipend. Tbe cathedral 
differs in no respect from other 
churches beyond tbe fact of the 
bishop's chair being located there.
